‘The disease Is not ed by grubs, 
although these are often found in 
the knots, but it is caused by a fun- 
gus which attacks the branches and 
even the trunks of the trees and 
causes black, Kknot-like swellings, 
upually about three inches long and 
Jabout half an inch in thickness, 
|tnough often the swellings are much 
shorter and oftea again very much 
|longer, the longest ones usually -ve- 
|ing found on the larger branches. 
New knots at first are brownish |i 
ad of black, the blackness coming 
with age, 
The disease will in some orchards 
confine itself to cherry trees and not 
attack the plums, In other cases it 
will attack plums and not the cher- 
ries, but more commonly both are 
| attacked. 
| Control Measures—in order to 
|control Black Knot thoroughly it is 
helpful to know that it is spread by 
means of tiny spores which act as

Bordeaux for any application 
should be composed of four pounds 
of bluestone and four pounds of fresh 
stone lime or six pounds of bydrated 
UUme to forty gallons of water. The 
arsenate of lead should be at the 
strength of (wo nd a half pounds 
of the paste form to forty gallons of 
liquid or half this amount if the 
powder form is used.

Observing the Laws of Health to Save 
Astasais, ' 


‘The observance Of the laws ht 
health, so vital to the well-being of 
man, is regarded. ¢ven in this en- 
lightened age, with considerable in-| 
difference in the treatment of animals 

jose good health that of man 

jepends to & considerable de 
gree. That animals are not more 
affected by disease. Of some form or 
another, to a greater extent, is pure-| 
ly providential, for the sanitary con- 
ditions Under which they are oftes 
reared {s of the worst. Why thir 
apathy concerning the state of the 
stables, in which frequently valuable 
animals are housed, is dimecult to un- 
derstand, since cattle, any more than 
man, cannot maintain their health 
and vigor for long in such unfavor- 
able conditions; yet the stéekman 
who keeps cattle for profit must 
know that to gain Maximum return 
fof his investments and trouble, and 
to zuard against loss from disease 
and death reasonable care and com- 
fort and sanitary conditions are 
necessary. 

The first considerations to this end 
are ventilation, light and cleantiness, 
Thene casential elements of sanita 
tion should be attended to at least 
once every year, This may be most 
conveniently doar during the early 
fall bsfore the cattle are housed fot
